It is doubtful if 
it will be of much service on land, 
where aerial telegraph lines-can be es- 
tablished. Ships of all continental na- 
vies are being supplied with wireless 
telegraph apparatus; also to some ex- 
tent those of the small navies of South 
American countries. 


"The apparatus is by no means per- 


fect. 
It will not work in very hot 


weather—why, is not fully known. Aft- 
er the heat of the day is past, how- 
ever, messages are transmitted with- 
out difficulty. 
Messages can be S3iit 


during fog and bad weather, 
matter of fact, the transmission of 
messages is facilitated by the presence 
of fog. Cold weather does not seem to 


are brought together before connec- 
tion is made to the instrument. Some- 
times the length of the aerial wire is 
increased to 400 or 000 feet by means 
of a balloon. 


"It is natural to suppose that the ef- 


fect of the Hertzian waves will be 
increased in. proportion to the number 
ot xS>&dujer,ing surfaces impeding their 
progress. 
It appears that when tlio 


wave arrives it creates iu the wire a 
certain electric pulsation, current or 
effect which, passing into the operating 
room, is led through the primary of 
an induction coil and then to earth. It is 
a curious fact that the wire is more ef- 
fective if, instead of being exactly verti- 
cal, it inclines to the vertical somewhat 
less than forty-five degrees. It will be 
remembered that at the transmitting 
station the poles of the secondary coil 
are practically connected, one to the 
earth and the other to the air. We now 
complete the circuit; the electric wave 
passes through the air. is caught by 
the vertical wire and goe.s to earth, 
doing certain work on route. 
That 


work is to excite the primary bf an 
induction coil, which hi tr.rn excites

nected directly to the electrodes of the 
coherer. This produces the effect tie- 
scribed.

Communication, | SCCOnd of an inch is bridged over, the 
however, is, as a rule, entirely inter- 
rupted during the prevalence of thun- 
derstorms. 


"When the transmitting apparatus at 


a wireless station is in operation, no 
other transmitting apparatus within its 
radius of effect can be used without 
conflicting with the message being sent 
by the first mentioned and rend'ering it 
entirely unintelligible. This quality is 
known as1 'interference' and is. of 
course, a very great drawback. It is 
claimed by some makers that the diffi- 
culty of 'interference' may be over- 
come by tuning the apparatus used so 
as to create a certain syntony of waves. 
I do not believe, however, that any 
practical appliances accomplishing this 
result have been devised. If all sta- 
tions are under the jurisdiction of a 
single person, this difficulty can be ar- 
ranged. 
While messages may be re- 


ceived and read at all stations within 
the radius of effect of the transmitter, 
a message may be kept secret by the 
use of codes. 


"It will he readily understood what a 


great advantage this system is at sea, 
as It enables a ship to report her loca- 
tion and condition or ask for assistance 
from other ships many miles away, 
probably at least sixty to a hundred, 
without difficulty. Messages can bo 
transmitted over the sea with much 
more facility than over the land apd 
probably about twice as far. The 
range of this apparatus for intelligible 
signals is at present unknown. It is 
being increased by the use of powerful 
appliances. 


"Another illustration may be made 


of its military value. 
For instance, 


suppose a flagship is anchored in Ha- 
vana harbor, with lookout vessels 
stretched across Florida channel or 
across the Yucatan channel or the en- 
trance to the gulf of Mexico or all

"The essential features of the appa- 


ratus have now been described with 
one exception. We have changed our 
coherer from a nonconducting instru- 
ment to one which readily conducts 
the current of the local battery.

therefore is net iu condition to repeat 
the work already described, and it 
must be restored to its original status 
before tbe arrival of another Hertzian 
wave can be signaled. 
In the same 


circuit as the local battery is what is 
known as a 'tapper,' consisting of a 
hammer worked by an electromagnet, 
which, every time the circuit is closed, 
gently taps tbe coherer in the center. 
This tap causes the metal filings to 
drop from the positions arranged by 
the sparks to irregular positions, thus 
breaking the circuit of the local bat- 
tery. Another wave comes along, th2 
act deseribecl^is repeated, and this is 
kept up indefinitely. The operator by 
keeping his key down short and long 
intervals causes the receipt of dots 
and dashes, and thus the significance 
of the waves is made complete."

There is 110 spot in all ilexico as 


dearly beloved as the little town of 
O'uadalupe, which N two and a half 
miles north of the City of Mexico. 


«Che little village- h:i< only 3,000 souls, 


but many more thousands visit the 
place on eeftaiu days in the year when 
pilgrimages are made to the holy 
shriue of Guadaiupje. 


The 1st of January and the 12th of 


each month the faithful visit this place 
and toil up the hill on which it is said 
thai the virgin Guaelalupe appeared to 
Juan Diego, an Indian boy. 


According to tradition, Juan was 


trudging over the hill of Tcpeyae on 
his way to the city w\ the morning- of 
Dec. 9, 1531, and a^ IIG reached the 
eastern slope of the hill he heard 
sounds like music. He stopped to lis- 
ten, and ac that moment a cloud ap- 
peared and in the niidst of it a beauti- 
ful lady. She told him to go to the 
bishop in her name and to tell him that 
it was her wish that a church should 
be built on that spot, where she would 
always be found to give aid to all in 
trouble. Juan Diego hurried to the 
bishop with the story of the virgin, but 
no attention was paid to it. Upon his 
return home the lady appeared again 
in the same spot aud urged Juan to go 
again to the bishop. 


The following day was the Sabbath, 


and after mass Juan found tbe bishop 
and repeated the -message once more. 
The bishop told him to bring a sign 
fioui the virgin. Juan saw the virgin 
again upon his return home, and she 
promised to sivo him a sign, which she 
did on Doc. 12 as he was going to con- 
fession, lie passed this time rear the 
foot of the hill, whore she appeared 
once more, and while in conversation 
with Juan she stamped her foot by 
way of emphasis, and water flowed at 
once from the dry, barren hillside, and 
two holy wells mark that spot today. I 


The virgin then told .Tuan to climb to 


the- summit qf that barren rocky hill 
and he would find roses growing there, 
which ho was to gather and carry in 
hiu '•tilma" to the bishop. Juan did as 
he> was told and fouud the loveliest 
roses growing just where she had told 
him to search for them. He gathered 
them all and placed them ia his "til- 
nia." a sort of blanket. 


Whan ha arrived at the house of the 


biblion and opened the blanket, the 
roses fell to the floor, and a picture in 
colors appeared on the blanket repre- 
senting the virgin as she had appeared 
to Juan. The bishop fell on his knees 
in prayer and arose with a promise to 
bnild a chapel on the spot the virgin 
had designated. 


Bishop Zurnarraga set about to build 


the church, and when it was completed 
the "tilma" was placed above the altar 
in a frame of gold and silver. 
• • 


That little chapel has since been re- 


placed by the magnificent church to be 
soon today. There are also two other 
churches to mark the spot on which 
tno roses were gathered on the summit 
and at the holy well_ where the virgin 
last appeared to Juan. This miracle was 
recognized in 1003, and in 175-1 it was 
fully sanctioned and confirmed by a 
papal bull. Later, in 1S24, congress de- 
creed Dec. 12 to be a national holiday. 


Ilidalgo took a picture of Guaelalupe 


for his standard, around which rallied 
the first army of the revolutionists, 
and the happy issue that her assistance 
gave to that war endeared her still 
more to the people. 
This picture on 


the "tilma" is a wonderful piece of 
work. Artists from all over the world 
have examined it and have testified 
that it is of no known style of painting. 
Tho Indian garment of ixtli fiber is of 
a coarse weave. 
The picture appears 


on both sides of the cloth and is f.s 
bright as new, although said to be over 
300 years old. The Church of Nuestra 
Senora de Guadalupe, in which this 
marvelous picture hangs, is said by ex- 
perts to be one of the richest and hand- 
somest on earth today. Its treasures 
can be counted by millions. It was 
dedicated May J, 1700, and is 184 feet 
long by 122 feet wide. It has a vaulted 
roof, supported by Corinthian columns. 
The whole is surmounted by a dome, 
the lantern of which is 12o feet above 
the iioor. The building cost $1,181,000. 
The jewels, gold and silver plate and 
other rich beloniinirs nearly all be-long 
to the government and are estimated 
at §2,000,000 more. 


The church possesses a very costly 


crown for the virgin. 
It is of solid 


gold and weighs ni.iiiy pounds. There 
are six shields on the crown for the 
sis archbishops of Mexico, and they 
are all surrounded by diamonds. There 
arc a number of :i!ii,'cls, each having an 
immense ruby on the breast, while- the 
rest of the surface of the frown is cov- 
ered with sapphires and emeralds. This 
crown is surmounted by the Mexican i 
2agle, holding aloft a large diamond (

which it is conducted. Enough is now 
grown hero to supply nut oiily the 
home demand, but to l-ch; out thirsty 
Englishmen, 05,000 balos being annu- 
ally exported to Great luitain. 
The 


acreage in both counlru < is the same 
(jo.0u.ii, but the demand is dnfc-rent, 
more beer being consumed py KimU^ls- 
men than in any other country in the 
world, not even excluding Oern'any, 
figuring on a per capita l);>>is. It v. ill 
thus be seen that a ho;> growing coun 
try lias one big claim to supremacy in 
the world of trade. 


The drawback is that hops will not 


crow everywhere. They demand warm, 
dry valleys removed from the sea. Of 
the area uniler 
cultivation in this 


country 7,500 acres are in California, 
twice as many as in any other state in 
the Union, and the biggest single hop 
farm is at this place, where jiiO.OC'O 
\ ines grow under one v. ire. covering 
the country with a c.mopy of p.ile 
green vines and blossoms and exhaling 
a heavy odor, which i.s niobt opprcbS- 
he. 


The entire product of this farm, 


amounting to 2.SC.O bales, is sent di- 
rect to a famous maker of pale ale in 
London and brinies in to the-growers 
about $110.000 every year. So highly 
does the brewer value these hops that 
ho pays from 2 to 4 cents more a pound 
for them than for any other hops from 
the same locality. 


The entire hop output of America is 


worth about $10,000,000 annually, and 
to harvest this crop an army of 240.0CO 
men. 
women and children i.s employed 


as pickers alone, for there are 72,000,- 
000 hop \ines to be stripped. The pick- 
ing has (o be done by hand within the 
morth of Sept"inb( r. when the blos- 
soms are at their beat. The work is 
not ve-iy arduous or dillicult, but it de- 
mands f-pt-ed, and for this reason the 
arm}- of hop pickers must be concen- 
trated in s>h' rt order at the various 
farms throuirhout the country. 


The pickers form a picturesque set- 


tlement while the season is in progress.

Had the Hislx Priced Room. 


"He looks exactly like a lynx," said 
he landlady after the new boarder 


consecutive hours a speed of 120 kilo- 
meters (74.5 miles) an hour, without 
stopping for water or fuel and at a 
minimum expenditure of motive power. 
Mr. Kirchhoff's outline of how this is 
to be done will have a definite interest 
to American engineers. 


"During the .experiments of last au- 


tumn an attempt was made to deter- 
mine, as accurately as possible the 
waste of power entailed by the friction 
and resistance of ah- to railway trains 
at different rates of speed. It was found 
that while at a speed of 80 kilometers 
(50 miles) per hour this resistance on a 
still day was about 32 kilograms (C7.2 
pounds) per square meter of the sur- 
face of the front end of the car the 
rate increased very rapidly with the 
augmentation of speed, so that at a 
pace of 150 kilometers (93.7 miles) the 
resistance rose to 75 kilograms (157.5 
pounds) per square meter of impinging 
surface. Every projecting part, every 
window, door or other indentation 
which could form a- pocket to catch 
the wind created by such high veloci- 
ties, increased the resistance to be 
overcome, so that in all future ex- 
periments the economy of rapid tran- 
sit will require tbat the factor of air 
resistance shall be taken into careful 
account.' 


This, according to Mr. Kirchhoff, is to 


be done by enveloping the engine and 
train, from pilot to rear platform, in 
a shell of sheet steel, jointed so as to 
secure flexibility in passing curves and 
so constructed as to inclose the loco- 
motive and cars in a continuous tube, 
uniform throughout in size and pre- 
setting 
no projecting 
irregularity 


Which shall catch the resisting air. 
The front of the engine will be pointed 
or wedge shaped, the sheath will in- 
close as far as possible the running 
gear of the cars, and even the wheels 
of both engine and cars will be closed 
disks of metal instead of, as now, 
spoked wheels with openings to catch 
the air." 


Another interesting fact mentioned 


by Consul General Mason is that re- 
cent experiments at Zossen demon- 
strated that electric motors whe-i 
worked at a high rate of speed were a 
greater ^fetrain on the roadbed than 
steam locomotives. This is said to be 
due to the fact that the center of grav- 
ity in the electric engines hangs much 
lower than in the steam engines. 


The new locomotive will rest on 


twelve wheels—namely, two pairs of 
drivers located at the middle of the 
machine, •with a four wheeled pivot 
truck in front and rear. Upon these 
three points of support the boiler and 
superstructure will be hung upon 
springs, adjusted to take up as far as 
practicable the inevitable vibration 
and oscillation. 


The engine will be of the compound 


type, with three cylinders, two con- 
nected outside and the third hung at 
the center and connected inside, work- 
ing upon a midaxle crank set at 00 de- 
grees from the crank pin of the two 
outside cylinders, which are set op- 
posite each other. The boiler will have 
an interior heating surface of 200 
square meters. Superfluous dead weight 
will be avoided.

A Growlne Department. 


There is a general opinion that the 


pending bill for a new building for the 
department 
of agriculture will be 


passed at the next session of congress. 
Plans for such a building have already 
been drawn and submitted to Secreta- 
ry Wilson and members of congress 
for approval. At that time it was be- 
lieved that the building as shown by 
the plans would be ample for the 
needs of the department Since then, 
however, after each bureau, division 
and section had been allotted the space 
it would occupy in the building in the 
event that such a structure would be 
erected, it was found that every foot 
of floor space would be used, and this 
not without 
considerable 
crowding, 


says Guy E. Mitchell in American Cul- 
tivator. 


It is believed by prominent officials of 


the department of agriculture that a 
building twice as large as the one for 
which plans have been submitted would 
not be too great in extent for the fu- 
ture needs of the department. Con- 
gress is beginning to recognize the fact 
that the department of agriculture is 
one of the most important in the gov- 
ernment service, and there is no reason 
why an appropriation should not be 
made not only to fill the present needs, 
but sufficient for future expansion. 


Manure For tlie Family Carden. 
Most of our best grain soils are de- 


ficient in potash, and, therefore stable 
manure alone is not sufficient.'. For the 
family _gardeu the ashes, where the 
fuel is wood, as is nearly always the 
case on farms, are usually sufficient. 
As much as eight or nine tons may be 
put on an acre, and even ten tons will 
not be too much, though the latter 
amount will contain more potash than 
any one crop will consume, and mucu 
of the surplus may be lost by leaching. 
But there should really be no loss worth 
mentioned if the ground is kept busy 
with one crop succeeding another, as 
should always be done with gardens. 
As soon, for instance, as the onions are 
harvested sow cowpeas or some other 
beans and harvest the same and plant 
another crop of onions. 
The same 


ground may be made to yield a crop of 
onions and a crop of peas or beans 
every year by using freely stable ma- 
nure and wood ashes. The ashes, how- 
ever, should be used as a top dressing. 
—Farm and Ranch.

A good newspaper should have a 
plenty of the latter. The former is of 
no use to anybody. If the pure senti- 
mental side of stories were treated, the 
daily newspaper hour in the morning 
would do our living more good. In the 
search for the true sentiment there 
would be no need of intruding on the 
privacy of home or in accumulation of 
details whose repetition only increases 
a dishonest curiosity in the public. 


"I don't mean that there is no place 


for the dramatic or the imaginative. 
Each quality has its use. It is its mis- 
use that hurts^nd which leads to the 
expression heard so constantly, 'Oh, 
well, you can't believe what's in the 
papers!' I believe that every newspa- 
per on some of its pages should each 
day have some pure and sweet thoughts 
culled from standard literature or a 
poem of simple meaning and sentiment. 


"This is my first experience at edit- 


ing a newspaper. I should not have ac- 
cepted the invitation were it not for the 
very worthy charity to which the pro- 
ceeds of my one day's issue are to be 
applied. I have naturally surrounded 
myself with the most brilliant staff 
which I could find here, and I shall 
make no mistake, I am sure, in giving 
my reporters full swing iu handling 
their assignments. 


'"I am proceeding with my editorials 


after full conference with all the mem- 
bers of my statf. An editor is just as 
apt to take a one sided view of a ques- 
tion as an}' one else, and I think every 
newspaper should be edited after the 
same cabinet plan on which the policy 
of the government is decided. 


"If I were to edit the Sentinel regu- 


larly, I should take for its motto, 'The 
most of the best; tho least of the 
worst.'" 


Miss Rives in her capacity of editor 


in chief of a newspaper had all the 
troubles of a fall fledged journalist as 
well as plenty of fun. Prominent pro- 
fessional men in al! walks of life 
called to see Miss Rives editing a 
paper. Now many of them wish they 
hadn't, for Miss Rives used them ail 
for reporters.
